Ix view of the stagnation in some of our principal 
manufacturing centres during the past three months, in 
Consequence of the coal strike, it was scarcely to be 
expected that the Board of Trade Returns for October 
would present any very favourable features. That the 
comparison With the corresponding month of last year 
18 aS good as it is can only be ascribed to the fact that 
the depression in trade had even then made such progress 
as to establish avery low basis of comparison. The 
value of our imports for the month is £35,356,000 which 
1s £630,000 in excess of the figures for October, 1892. 
For the ten months of the present year to October 31, a 
decline in imports is shown amounting to £14,611,000, or 
slightly over 4 per cent. Our exports for the month were

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shows some expansion in duty-paid articles, but some 
decline in commodities subject to duty. This is mainly 
due to diminished supplies of dried fruit, and a falling off 
in wine imports from Portugal. Our importation of 
cereals appears to have reached a normal level as regards 
the total value, but the sources of supply have changed 
somewhat in favour of Russia, India, Chili, and the 
Argentine Republic, while the landings from the United 
States have slightly fallen off. Bacon has come to hand 
in larger quantities from all quarters, attracted by the 
high prices resulting from restrictions on the importation of 
pigs. We have this year imported much larger quantities 
of raw and refined sugar than in either of the two preced- 
ing years, and the ex pansion has been maintained in the 
past month. The increased supplies of refined sugar 
come chiefly from Germany, Belgium, and France. The 
two last-named countries and Java have shared also the 
increased supply of the raw article.

The increase for the month is due toa 
continued expansion in the value of copper regulus and 
unwrought copper received from the United States. As 
compared with the considerable increase in raw cotton re- 
ceived in September, there is a heavy decline for October, 
amounting to nearly £1,000,000 from America, and 
£400,000 from Egypt. This makes the decline in cotton 
imports for the year upwards of £6,300,000. A decline 
of about £90,000 is shown in receipts of wool from the 
Continent for the month, while rather more has come 
from India and Australia.

Our export trade for the month, although a decline is 
shown in the total, is in some respects fairly satisfactory. 
The coal strike, as it at present stands, mainly affects 
the inland supply, most of the export centres being fully 
employed. The decline in coal exports for the month 
amounts to only 450,000 tons in quantity, and £214,000 
in value, which is a smaller percentage of decline than is 
shown for the total exports of the ten months. Yarns 
and textiles make a fairly favourable exhibit, the value 
being only £85,000 less than the corresponding month 
last year, as compared with a decline of £2,400,000 for 
the ten months. In cotton piece goods a heavy decline 
in the shipments to Brazil is more than off-set b 
an augmentation in the demand for India. The United 
States have taken greatly diminished quantities of piece- 
goods of all kinds—cotton, jute, linen, and worsted. 
Amongst metals a decline of £120,000 in exports of 
copper is due to the contraction in shipments for Holland 
and France. A falling-off is shown in nearly all kinds of 
manufactured iron for the United States, the heaviest 
item being tin-plates. An increase of £200,000 in 
the despatch of machinery is due, so far as it can be 
traced under the new classification, to an increased 
demand for Russia. The remaining features of the 
exports for the month are a decline in beer and ale for 
the Australian colonies, and in the shipments of alkali and 
of earthenware to the United States. Re-exports have 
fallen off to the extent of £1,600,000 for the month and 
£2,500,000 for the ten months, the movement in both 


cases being mainly due to the direct purchases of 
colonial wool for the Continent.

Theoretically, it has been. 
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Turning now to the returns of our trade with foreign 
countries, it will be seen from the subjoined table that 
there is no very prominent feature shown in our import 
trade from the Continent, the value of this year’s receipts 
being in nearly all cases slightly in excess of the corres- 
ponding period. From Russia, however, we have taken 
upwards of £2,000,000 more in value, owing to the almost 
complete cessation of the export of cereals during the 
famine last year. Our imports from the South 
American Kepublics exhibit an expansive tendency, 
since, although we have taken somewhat less from 
Peru and Chili, Brazil has sent us considerably more raw 
cotton than last year, and the Argentine Republic has 
supplied us with wheat to the value of quite a million 
pounds in excess of her last year’s shipments.

The character of our foreign trade as a whole has been 
largely determined by our interchange of commodities 
with the United States, and this in turn has been in- 
fluenced to a considerable extent by the effects of the 
commercial crisis which occurred in the States during the 
vast summer. Stocksof wheat and cotton, which had 
aes held by syndicates of speculators, could no longer 
be carried when the banks began to call in loans, and 
were pressed forward for shipment. During the later 
months of the year, therefore, imports from the United 
States have tended to keep pace with, or exceed, those of 
the corresponding period of last year, while exports to 
the United States, in consequence of the diminished 
purchasing power of the people and the stagnation in 
trade, have rapidly declined. The movements in each 
of the three quarters are shown in the following state- 
ment :—

As regaras our exports to other countries, some im- 
provement is shown in the shipments to Russia, the 
increase being distributed over several classes of our 
textile and metal manufactures. France is the only 
European country with which our trade shows any sub- 
stantial diminution, and in this case it is to be attri- 
buted to the severe tariff restrictions which came into 
effect at the beginning of 1891. The falling off, how- 
ever, is not so much in manufactures, as in coal, 
unwrought copper, and pig-iron. The principal feature 
in the South American trade is a decline of over a 
million in exports to Chili, this being due to the large 
auantities of goods sent into the country last year at the 
close of the civil war. 





+ THE ECONOMIST MONTHLY TRADE SUPPLEMENT. 
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THE MINERS’ LIVING WAGE. 


A most regrettable feature of the present unfortunate coal 
strike is the disposition that is being shown in certain 
quarters to attempt to make political capital out of it, 
‘hus certain politicians are found declaring that if Mr 
Mundella’s Arbitration Bill had been passed last Session 
a machinery would have been created which would have 
brought the dispute to a specdy termination, although 
they are perfectly well aware that it is the refusal of the 
miners to submit to arbitration that is prolonging the 
struggle. From the very first the mine owners have 
offered to submit the whole case to the decision of inde- 
pendent arbitrators, and over and over again the offer 
has been declined. Had it been the other way, and 
the mine owners instead of the miners had replied 
with a persistent ron posswinus to all proposals of this 
kind, it is easy to imagine the howl of indignation that 
would have been raised by the thick and thin supporters 
of the men. As it is, however, they are expending all 
their ingenuity in devising plausible excuses for support- 
ing the miners in a course which if it had been followed 
by the employers they would have found no language too 
strong to condemn. And as a last resource, they have 
taken refuge in the “ living wage ”’ theory. 

The miners, they say, are fighting only fora fair living 
wage, and as that is all they are asking for, it is impossible 
for them in any way to abate their demands. It is signifi- 
cant, however, that none of those who urge this plea have 
ventured to say what they consider a fair living wage to 
be. As to what the earnings of the miners were before the 
strike tcok place there is a great conflict of assertion. 
The leaders of the men maintain that they were then so 
small that if cut down they would hardly suffice for bare 
subsistence, while the masters affirm that the rate of 
wages then beng paid was high in comparison with the 
rat2s in other branches of skilled industry. Some of the 
mine owners have offered to open their books to any 
accountant whom the men might appoint, so that the 
actual facts might be ascertained, but this offer, like that 
of arbitration, has been refused; and when the mine 
owners have themselves called in an accountant and pub- 
lished his report, the accuracy of his figures has been 
impeached by the other side. This much only is 
certain, that the wages of the miners in recent years 
have been high enough to tempt a large number of 
people from other occupations into that of coal mining. 
But be that as it may, those politicians and journalists 
who are now urging the miners to offer an uncompromis- 
ing resistance to any reduction, on the ground that they 
are entitled toa fair living wage, are either unable or un- 
willing to detine what such a wage is, and have no exact 
knowledge of what the actual earnings have been. So far 
as they are concerned, they are not only content, but 
urgent in advising, that a great industrial war, involving 
serious consequences to all branches of industry, and an 
amount of suffering and privation it is painful even to 
think about, shall be waged ignorantly over a vague 
phrase. We are not seeking to pronounce any opinion 
as to the merits of the dispute between the mine owners 
and their employees. There is not sufficient information 
to warrant us in so doing. But we cannot refrain from 
deprecating the action of those who are doing their 
utmost to divert attention from the real facts of the case, 
and to render the quarrel incapable of adjustment by 
making it turn upon an issue so vague that they them- 
selves are unable to define it. Let them, if they can, 
express their ideal fair living wage in terms of pounds, 
shillings, and pence, and then we shall know what they 
mean. 

It would be well, too, if they would say whether any 
one who chooses to engage in a particular trade is to 
become entitled to receive their ideal fair wage. Here 
are official figures as to the number of persons employed 
in and about our coal mines, and the quantity of coal 
produced in each of the past three years :—

of persons engaged in the work was 612,461, in 1892 
there were 663,462 persons employed. In other words, it 
took 51,000 persons more in 1892 than it did in 1890 to turn 
out the same amount of work. Now, suppose that the 
rate of wages paid in 1890 was a fair living rate, what- 
ever that may mean, how would it be possible to pay the 
same wages to all the much larger number of persons 
employed in 1892 without adding greatly to the cost of 
production, and so enhancing the price of coal as to 
check consumption. And the rise would have to 
be progressive, for the high wages which all were 
receiving would continue to attract people from other 
occupations. On the other hand, if payment were 
to be regulated by the total amount of work done, 
and the same aggregate sum in wages divided between 
the larger number of persons employed, then obviously 
each could not receive the ideal fair living wage. This 
is a phase of the subject which requires elucidation, but 
the main thing to be urged at present is, that if the 
miners are to be incited to stand out for a fair living 
wage, the mine owners should at least be told exactly 
what that wage is, and how it is to be calculated. 





OUR PRODUCTION OF PIG-IRON AND BESSEMER 
STEEL. 

From returns obtained by the British Iron Trade Asso- 
ciation, it appears that the production of pig-iron in the 
first half of the current year amounted to 3,665,537 tons, 
which is an increase of 874,619 tons upon the output in 
the corresponding period of 1892, when 2,790,918 tons 
were produced. The following table gives the production 
in each of the two half-years, according to districts :—

The bulk of the increase last half-year took place, it 
will be observed, in the Cleveland district; but the 
augmentation in this and some other districts was, it 1s 
explained,.more apparent than real. The effect of the 
Durham strike of 1892 was to diminish the make of pig- 
iron in Cleveland during the first six months of that year 
by 719,000 tons, while the make of Lancashire and Cum- 
berland was further reduced by over 220,000 tons, making 
for these three districts a total reduction of 940,000 tons. 
Put in another way, the total make of pig-iron for the 
first half of 1892 showed a fall of 921,000 tons on the 
make of the corresponding half of 1891, so that the 
increase in the make for the first six months of 1893 
over 1892 has not made up for the diminished makein the 
first six months of 1892, as compared with 1891.

As to the production of the eurrent half-year, it 18 
pointed out that since June 30th last no fewer than 96 
urnaces have been put out of blast in Great Britain, of 
which 32 are in Scotland and the remainder in Englard 
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as that produced in 1890, but whereas in 1890 the number districts. af

other hand, six new furnaces have been blown in since 
that date, so that the net decrease in the number of 
furnaces in blast is 90.

production of iron has diminished since the end of the 
half-year to an extent that would represent if continued 
a falling off at the rate of 1,530,000 tons annually... .... 
and it seems probable that the result ef the year’s opera- 
tions may be the smallest production for 20 years past.” 

The stocks of pig-iron in makers’ hands, and in warrant 
stores on the 30th June last—exclusive of the stocks of 
Scotch makers, and of hematite iron in Cleveland—are 
returned at 786,000 tons, which compares with 872,000 
tons on the 31st December last, and 700,000 tons at the 
end of June, 1892. The present stock is not only un- 
usually light, but is under that at the end of any year 
since 1880. ‘ This,” it is stated, “is one of the few 
satisfactory features of the present situation and outlook 
of the trade. The present stocks of pig-iron, taken as a 
whole, would not be equal to more than a month's 
capacity for the furnaces generally, and while they are kept 
under to this extent, the trade is likely to be in a better 
position to take advantage of any improvement of demand 
and of prices that may occur.”

The total number of converters employed in Great 
Britain at June 30, 1893, was 62, as compared with 65 
employed at the same date of 1892. Thirty-nine ¢on- 
verters were unemployed at the end of the half-year. Lhe 
number of converters available, taking the country as a 
whole, is 101, and has not materially varied for sme 
years past, only one new establishment having been 
erected within that period for the Bessemer stecl

During the month under review the cloth demand for 
India, which set in last May, has tapered off, and we 
should say that just recently there have been few orders 
of magnitude given out by shippers for our Eastern 
dependency. It may, however, be stated again, that it 
is a very long time since such an enormous trade has 
been done with Calcutta and Bombay as during the 
last six months. 

As matters stand in the weaving trade, manufacturers 
who produce for the East are well sold, many for several 
months a head. China goods makers have turned on 
Indian styles, and these looms also are moderately sold. 


Shanghai buyers still lag behind, and the shipments to 


China keep comparatively small. No adequate explana- 
tion can be given for the prolonged absence of business 
for that great consuming outlet. The unsettied state of 
silver is only a partial explanation. The Burnley printing 
cloth trade, now a large department, is quieter, owing to 
political disturbances in South America. Heavy goods, 
such as T’ cloths, continue sluggish, no improvement being 
observable in any direction. Complaints are general at 
the home trade distributing houses as to the weakness of 
the demand for heavy goods. The prolongation of the 
coal strike is having a marked effect upon this branch of 
trade. 


Coming now to our shipments of cotton yarn, we find 
little vitality in this section. Below isa table of the 
exports for the past ten months :—

Cotton yarns for export are fairly well under contract, 
but the demand, as in cloth, is now quiet, and few fresh 
orders of moment are in the market. Home trade wants 
in cops are also dull, and prices are barely steady this 
week. Spinners, however, are moderately sold, and there 
is no pressure on the part of sellers for business. Owing 
to the enhanced cost of production, through the great rise 
in engine fuel, the margin to-day. is miserably poor. 
What with the cotton strike at the beginning of the year, 
and now the coal stoppage, spinners have experienced a 
very bad year. 

The near approach of the completion of the Ship 
Canal is leading to spinners waking arrangements to turn 
the cotton trafic to Manchester from Liverpool. Already 
owners of 20,000,000 spindles have signed a statement 
of support to the great undertaking. Larly in the new 
year a raw cotton market will probably be instituted in 
Manchester by the Federation of Master Cotton Spinners’ 
Association. 

There are still diverse views as to the probable size of 
the growing American cotton crop. The estimates range 
from 6,900,000 to 7,700,000 bales. At the moment, the 
trade rather favours the bigger figures. East Indian 
cotton crop advices continue favourable, and a full yield 
is expected. Latest news from Alexandria report a 
smaller crop of long-stapled cotton, besides being a few 
weeks late. 

It is now understood that there will be no legislation 
this year affecting the textile trade. Sir Henry James’s 
Bills to amend the Factory Act and the Steaming Act are 
said to be abandoned. 

The only serious dispute in the cotton trade at present 
is at Darwen, where a mill of 80,000 spindles is closed, 
owing to the hands having struck work against fine 
counts being paid by the Oldham list of wages. The 
workpeople demand the Bolton standard list, but the 
federation declines to alter the list to suit the hands, 
when a firm finds it necessary to change counts to meet 
the requirements of the market. The Brooklands clause 
has been carried out, but the joint committee of masters 
and men have not been able to agree, hence the strike. 








FRENCH TRADE IN 1892. 
Tue definitive commercial statistics for 1892 have now been 
issued, with the imports and exports revalued according 
to the prices of that year, as fixed by the Valuation 
Commission at the Ministry of Commerce. In the pro- 
visional returns, published at the commencement of the 
year, the imports, caleulated on the prices of 1891, were 
set down at 4,412,400,COOf, and the exports at 
3,562,900,000f. Those amounts are now reduced to 
4,188,000,000f for the imports, and 3,460,700,000f for the 
exports, a decrease of 224,400,000f, or 5:1 per cent., in 
the former, and of 102,200,000f, or 2:9 per cent., 
in the latter from the fall of prices in 1892. As 
nearly five-sixths of the imports consisted of food 
and raw materials, and only about one-sixth of 
manufactures, while considerably more than one-half 
the exports were manufactured goods, it will be seen 
that the prices of manufactures remained more steady 
in 1892 than those of natural products. If the definitive 





found a decrease of 579 millions in the imports, and of 
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110 millions only in the exports. The Customs duties 
received in 1892 amounted to 473 million francs, an 
increase of 35 millions on 1891, and 70 millions on 1890. 
The increase of 70 millions on 1890 represents the 
additional charge on imports from the application of 
the new tariff. The imports of gold in 1892 were 
387 millions, and the exports 111 millions, leaving a balance 


of 276 millions, or over eleven millions sterling in | 


favour of France. The Customs returns of the specie 
movements are, however, admitted to be of only a 
relative value. In the trade with foreign countries, not 
including goods in transit and re-exports, England has 
lost the first place in the imports, and now comes after 
the United States, but still stands at the head of the list 
in the French export trade, and in 1892 purchased from 
France almost as much as Belgium, Germany, and the 
United States, which come next, combined. The follow-

‘‘ From the above figures it will be seen,” says our con- 
temporary, “that the mill industry continues to increase 
in India, but no one who has followed the correspondence 
that has recently appeared on the subject, or read our 
reports of some of the meetings of shareholders, can fora 
moment doubt that the industry is at present passing 
through most serious times. This being the case, it 
behoves all who are interested in this great and growing 
industry to do all that lies in their power to he!p towards 
curtailing’expenses and reducing commissions, and thus 
cheapen the cost of production and minimise the difticul- 
ties which the trade between India and the Far East 
have had to contend with since the Indian Mints were 
closed and the price of silver commenced to fall. There 
seems but little doubt that the trade will continue under 
the altered circumstances, but many of the agents who 
have in past years made such handsome profits out of the 
annual ‘outturn’ from the mills will, we think, have to 
| be content with smaller returns if they wish to compete 
; Successfully for the vast trade in yarn and piece goods 
which is done now-a-days in China and Japan, and at the 
same time pay a satisfactory dividend to their share- 
holders.”’ 


British Goods in Portugal.—An important and _ in- 
creasing decline is, Mr. Consul Grant reports, taking 
place in British trade with Oporto, and this, he states, is 
chiefly due to the following cause :—‘* First, to the con- 
tinuous rise in the import duties for the protection of the 
native manufactories, which are largely on the increase ; 
and secondly, to the competition of other countries, 
especially Germany and Belgium. In_ respect to 
the first, there is little or nothing to be said, 
it being a circumstance entirely out of the con- 
trol of the producers and merchants at home. 
‘Perhaps this is not so much the case in regard 
to foreign competition. It has been a matter of general 
remark that foreigners give greater facilities and show 
themselves more willing than our people to meet the 
wishes of customers, such as giving longer credits, 
making quotations in currency, c.i.f., readiness to execute 
small orders, &c. In many cases, again, manufacturers 


and merchants at home are not represented directly by 
agents, a considerable portion of the trade being done 
through commission houses whose agents here also repre- 
sent foreign houses. Should there be a difference in the 
terms given to the agent by different houses (and this 
has, to my knowledge, been the case), it is only natural 
that if the agent should have different samples at the 
same time and of the same article, say, sugar or rice, to 
offer his customers, he should exert himself more on 
behalf of the firm from whom he obtains the best terms. 
These factors may now, to a certain extent, have ceased 
to exist, but the fact that they did at one time exist, 
very materially assisted the foreigner in obtaining an 
opening for his goods where before the British 
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the high numbers are imported, the lower counts 
being manufactured here. In coloured handker- 
chiefs (used by the lower class women as a head cover- 
ing) a small trade is still done in new designs. In Leeds, 
Galashiels, and Dundee goods, hessians used to be im- 
ported in large quantities, but the trade is a thing of the 
i| past, and not likely to be renewed. Yarns, however, 

have lately been coming in in comparatively large quan- 
tities. In Bradford goods importers have been, since the 
last tariff of 1892, relying on their stocks, but it is not 
improbable there may be some improvement later on. 
In the meanwhile, attempts are being made in the 
country in this direction. In cutlery a fair amount of 
trade was done, but for some time past our manufac- 
tures have been supplanted here by those of German 
origin. Files are in this class the chief article of English 
manufacture sold here. In bottles and safety fuses, both 
of which articles used to come in considerable quantities 
from England, the trade has been transferred for the 

greater part to Germany. As regards metals, importa- 
|| tion continues to be made from the United Kingdom, but 
there is a strong competition from Belgium, which 
is also 





sending larger quantities of hoop iron, 
used in the manufacture of casks for the port 
wine trade. In bar iron, nail rods, pig-iron, 


lead, and tin-plates,, we continue to hold our own. 
[ was once told in London by a partner in one of the 
most important export commission houses doing business 
with Portugal, that rice was considered to be the back- 
bone of the London trade. This was at one time almost 
exclusively in British hands, but of late there has been 
animportant change toGermany,and the latter country now 
sends this article in larger quantities. On inquiry of 
several of the leading importers, I was informed that the 
rice from Germany is considered better milled, and is 
generally cheaper in price, and that there is greater 
vegularity in the weights of the bags than in those of 
rice sent out from Hngland. The imports of Cork 
butter show a considerable decrease. This is, to a 
certain extent, owing to the higher duty and adverse 
exchange, and also to increased and improved production 
in the country, but it is also due to false statements about 
foul adulteration made in the lower class papers at the 
time of the anti-English agitation, statements which have 
somehow got a certain hold on the people, and caused a 
strong prejudice against this butter.” 


The Trade of Chili—Reporting on the trade of the 
Valparaiso district in 1892, Mr Consul Joel states that 
the position was greatly affected by the civil war which 
closed in August, 1891. Before the war the exchange 
value of the paper dollar was 2s, and during the struggle 
it fell as low as 1s 3d, while at the close of 1892 it had 
recovered to 1s 8d. Reviewing the trade of the year 
1892, Mr Joel says:—‘‘ Valparaiso is the commercial 
centre from which a large portion of the merchan- 
dise imported is distributed to the ports on the 
coast and the towns in the interior. The prin- 
cipal British imports are: printed, white, and un- 
bleached cotton goods, woollen manufactures, carpets, 
hardware, rails and railroad iron, coal, bags for grain and 
minerals, candles, tea, boots and shoes, beer, spirits, &c. 
The total value of the imports of the Republic for the 
year 1892 was £12,350,491, as compared with £10,083,416 | 
in 1891, and with £10,749,106 in 1890. The imports at 
the port of Valparaiso during 1892 were to the value of | 
£8,474,855, as compared with £6,477,960 in 1891, and 
£7,412,327 in 1890. The total value of the exports from 
all ports in the Republic in 1892 was £10,165,797, as 
compared with £10,402,786 in 1891, and £10,828,635 in 
1890. 'Chese figures show that there was an excess of im- 
ports over exports in 1892 tothe amount of £2,245,694, | 
as compared with a balance of trade in favour of this 
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cultivation and export of cereals, especially wheat, in the 
southern part of Chili, is a most important and increasing 
industry. Comparatively large as the production is at 
present, in view of the area eligible for cultivation, it 
could be considerably increased by the use of modern 
agricultural machinery and appliances. The quantity of 
wheat exported in 1890, according to official figures, was 
28,521 tons of the value of £185,386; in 1891 the quan- 
tity had increased to 175,244 tons of the value of 
£1,216,738; but it declined to 143,506 tons of the 
value of £858,036 in 1892. The decreased export 
in 1892, as compared with the preceding year, was not 
caused by a lesser area under cultivation, nor by a lesser 
yield, but was consequent on the unfavourable weather 


at harvest time, which rendered much of the*grain unfit 
for shipment.” Summing up the year’s results, Mr. Joel 
remarks :—‘‘ Although the year 1892 closed with a 
marked depression in trade, I believe that this de- 
pression is temporary, and that when the over-stocked 
market is relieved, trade will improve. The country is 
sound, and its resources are great, but the effects of 
the civil war are still seriously felt by the mercantile 
community. I do not presume to give advice to the 
merchants and manufacturers engaged in trade with 
the coast, as they are well represented by their branch 
houses or agents here: but there is one point I desire 
to suggest to them, and it is that they should observe 
the greatest prudence in their transactions with this 
country until the vexed question of the paper currency 
is finally set at rest.’’ 


British Trade with Macedonia.— Writing from Salonica, 
Mr Consul-General Blunt reports that, owing to the im 
proved position of the agricultural classes in Macedonia, 
there is a sustained demand for British cotton piece 
goods and yarns. Inthe supply of iron manufactures, 
however, British products are being supplanted by those 
of Germany, Belgium, and Sweden, that being due 
partly to the long credits offered by German and Bel- 
gian firms, and partly to the comparatively low through 
railway and maritime freights between Germany and 
Belgium and the Levant ports. Owing also to these 
superior traffic facilities, Belgium and Germany are com- 
peting with us successfully in the supply of chemicals. 
Jute sacks and sackings are being imported in increasing 
quantities from Dundee, notwithstanding Italian com- 
petition, but of Hessian and Hessian cloth one-third of 
the quantity imported through Salonica comes from 
Dundee and two-thirds from Italy. British leather, 
including belting for fly-wheels, is, Mr Blunt states, 
gaining ground in the Salonica market; and although 
some competition in the supply of oil-cloth and linoleum 
has appeared from Belgium the preference is decidedly 
given to the British articles. An increasing trade in 


British rum, too, is being done, since an extra heavy duty 
on adulterated compounds, from Austria, Germany, Rou- 
mania, and Russia was imposed about two years ago, 
and there is a steadily growing demand for British-made 
boots and shoes and articles of apparel. All the coals 
consumed in the Salonica district come from this countr

in England and Scotland have applied to this Con- 
sulate-General for assistance in prosecuting for fraud 
and swindling certain individuals to whom they had im- 
prudently confided their interests. In one recent case, 
an English firm which had executed a considerable order 
for shopmen in the bazaars was subsequently informed by 
its agent, who procured the order, that the goods were 
refused as being of inferior quality ; and upon inquiry 
into the matter it transpired that the agent had sold the 
goods and appropriated the proceeds. As such cases now 
frequently occur in Salonica, British houses would do 
well to apply to the Imperial Ottoman Bank or the Banque 
de Salonique for information as to the means and in- 
tegrity of local agents who may seek to do business with 
them. I would also venture to suggest that British 
manufacturers, who are trying to introduce their goods 
into Macedonia, should forward their catalogues and price 
lists printed in the French or Italian, instead of in the 
English language. Numerous catalogues in English are 
sent to this Consulate-General for distributing, but they 
attract little or no attention. The few British firms who 
now forward catalogues printed in French are gradually 
extending their business in this province.” 





The Foreign Trade of Germany.—The official report 
upon the foreign trade of Germany during the past nine 
months of the year has just been published. It shows, 
as compared with the corresponding period of the 
previous year, an increase of 1664 million marks in the 
exports, and a decline of 177 million marks in the imports, 
compared to the corresponding period of 1892. The 
decline of imports is chiefly due to the movements in the 
precious metals, the import of gold having fallen off to 
the extent of 70 million marks, while that of silver 
increased by 7 million marks. Imports of agricultural 











products exhibit a considerable decline; their value 
has decreased from 525 to 402 million marks. The 
wheat imports alone declined from 181 to 87 million 
marks, which is a saving of 94 million marks. Im- 
ports of rye declined by 59 million marks, from 82 
to 23 million marks. On the other side, imports of 
barley increased from 48 to 67 million marks. The 
imports of cattle have considerably declined, from 
181} to 1413 million marks. Most of the other import 
articles exhibit an increase. Imports of coal rose from 
65°6 to 73-9 million marks; silk, 117 to 1227 million 
marks ; wool from 320 to 345 million marks; timber, 
157 to 166 million marks. Exports of wool and woollen 
manufactures have risen from 243-5 to 259°6 million marks ; 
of spices from 199 to 231 million marks. Exports of sugar 
rose from 116 to 131 million marks; of drugs and apothe- 
caries’ articles from 194 to 207 million marks. Exports of 
ironand iron manufactures rose from 177:4 to 197:8 million 
marks, and the bulk of the increase took place during the 
third quarter of the year. A detailed report on the iron 
exports presents the following figures :—

the persistently low market values of wool and live 
stock having forced owners and mortgagees to effect 
a thorough revision of: ali charges. Inspection on 
the part of mortgagees is far more regular and efficient 
than it was. Every item of expenditure is being scrutinised 
and cut down, and everything possible is being done to 
make the industry pay its way. In all the economies 
and reforms, great help is derived from the low prices of 
leading commodities which now prevail. Upon the 
whole, the prospect is more encouraging than it was, and 
the effect of retrenchment and reorganising at a time like 
the present, will be that whenever a recovery in prices 
takes place, a profitable basis will exist. The con- 
dition of trade in all the Australian colonies is unsatis- 
factory, the curtailment of purchasing power being 
severely felt. The somewhat doubtful state of mercantile 
credit is naturally leading to a reduction of terms and a 
restriction of business, and under these influences stocks 
are becoming more manageable, which means a return to 
a fairly profitable basis.
